FIELD PARTIES WILL TAKE 


APPLICATIONS OF INDIANS 


A million dollars for disburse* 
ment to the Choctaws and Chick* 
saws has been announced at the 
Indian 
agency at 
Muskogee. 
This 
disbursement will 
begin 
June I and will continue all sum­ 
mer. 
There are 25,500 Choctaws 
and Chickasaws on the Indian 
roll and each of these will receive 
$35. This is $5 per [capita more 
than was expected. 
This money is the second pay* 
ment of one million dollars that 
has been made from money accu­ 
mulated from the sale of town 
lots in these two nations within 
the past two years. The last per 
capita payment amounted to $40 
per capita. 
There probably, will 
be as much more money to accrue 
yet from the sale of town lots 
which means that there will be 
other million dollar payments in 
the future. 
In addition to the 
town site funds, there is a large 
accumulation from royalties on 
coal and asphalt. 
There has been 
a struggle 
among the towns of the two na­ 
tions to get on the list as pay 
towns where the money will be 
disbursed. 
Every 
town 
has 
made an application. The Indian 
agent, Dana H. Kelsey, announc­ 


ed that the following towns hac 
been 
selected which the pay 
party will visit in the order nam 
ed:

This payment will include all 
Indians of the two nations and 
the Mississippi Choctaws.

money due dead Indians will be 
paid to the executors of their es­ 
tates and of minors to legal guar­ 
dians. 
Such guardians and exe­ 
cutors of their estates are re­ 
quested to forward to the Indian 
agent the names of all persons 
for whom they are guardians and 
executors.

De Plury, Wha Has Descended to 
Greater Depths Than Any Diver. 
Tells of Sights. 


Paris.—A young naval engineer named 
De Piury, diving in connection with 
the examination now going on of the 
I French vessel sunk near Saigon, has 
• made remarkable discoveries concern­ 
ing the inhabitants of the ocean at a 
greater depth than has ever 
before 
been reached. 
De Plury s daring has been made 
possible by his accoutrements—an in­ 
vention of his own—which are armored 
with metal plates, while by a chem­ 
ical arrangement respiration becomes 
*■ automatic. 
At a depth of 1,094 yards 
I De Plury declares that all submarine 
monsters change in shape because of 
the enormous pressure of the water. 
lf taken to the surface, their size is 
quadrupled like a rubber bag inflated 
by air. 
Bodies that sink to these 
deeper levels have every bone broken. 
The creatures that circle about them 
are af! carnivorous, and to see them 
feeding is inexpressible horror. 
When 162 feet below the surface th# 
diver says he must go through masses 
of seaweed that envelop and would 
drag him down. 
Beneath this weed 
snake-like 
creatures 
and 
fish 
re­ 
sembling dolphins surrounded 
him, 
and not the least of his adversaries 
were the giant crabs with tough shells 
and hideous claws. 
At 30 feet below the surface 
De 
Plury gets odd effects in light. Seen 
through the pale, moving water, it as­ 
sumes strange rainbow hues. 
At a 
depth of 129 feet the sandy bottom of 
the sea in intense sunlight looked like 
molten gold. 
Below 200 feet darkness 
-commences, and at 327 pitchy dark­ 
ness surrounds one that must be illu­ 
minated to make moving safe. 
Elec­ 
tric lamps of 10,000 candle-power are 
used by De Plury. 
The diver say* that at a 
certain 
depth bodies are kept in a state of 
preservation, but when touched drop 
away like powder. 
He tells grewsome tales 
of 
the 
wrecks he has visited, among them the 
treasure ship that was taking 
Na­ 
poleon’s gold to Holland in 
1808. 
One hundred million of gold sank at 
that time, and little more than half 
has been recovered. 


H O RSES INVISIBLE. 


Various Means Which Are Employed 
to Screen the Animals from 
the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
in 
Berlin is considering the best means 
of making cavalry as ’invisible as pos­ 
sible in warfare. 
Harmonizing the 
men’s 
uniforms 
with natural conditions as much as 
possible is not enough, and the com­ 
mission is now discussing the advis­ 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen­ 
ing them with light canvas trappings. 
At the London war office lately it 
was said that several experiments had j 
been made in this direction during the I 
war in South Africa. 
One official said: “Many horses were 1 
dyed, but it was found that the dye} 
^oon washed off 
all 
except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 
used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 
“Canvas trappings made the horses 
perspire and impeded 
their move­ 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses’ legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 
“The best screen for cavalry used in 
South Africa was a combination of va­ 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. 
These plants were in many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap­ 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation.”

After two years’ dangerous work, a 
bedroom has been built on the summit 
of Mount Blanc. It is attached to the 
Janssen observatory, and is meant for 
Alpinists who have been overtaken by 
a storm on the summit or lost their 
way in the snows. A large camp lied 
occupies all the floor of the room, and 
can hold 22 persons. The bedroom, 
which is the highest in the world, is 
also the most expensive, as every stick 
and stone had jo be carried up by 
porters from Chamonix.

KING SERVED IN NAVY. 


The New Ruler of Norway Passed 
Through Some Rough 
Experiences. 


Norway’s new king was once an ap­ 
prentice in the Danish navy. In the 
mess to which he belonged he was 
called by his first name—that is, Karl 
in Danish and he had to eat the same 
grub 
and stand the same hardships 
as all the other apprentices. Although 
e\erybody knew him to be a prince of 
the realm, no deference whatever was 
paid to him as such. On the contrary, 
he was “hazed” and made miserable in 
j good old midshipman style. 
He took 
his medicine bravely enough. 
On 
board ship he had to mend his own 
Clothes, darn his socks, sew on buttons 
and keep his weapons and accouter­ 
ments in order. He slept in a regula­ 
tion sailor hammock, with his clothes 
rolled up under his head for a pillow, 
without a nightshirt and wearing’only 
a sailor's woolen striped undershirt 
and bundled up in a woolen blanket, 
sometimes with his sea boots dangling 
by the hammock rope. He used to 
make the big brass binnacle flash like 
silver mail. 
He could never quite

one of the cardinal virtues, and when­ 
ever he was seasick, which often hap­ 
pened, he used to sit in the gangway 
on a bucket and chew rye bread.

Years ago, when Cecil Rhoades was 
in the height of his African successes

posal of a Cape to Cairo railroad, and, 
in spite of the skepticism of most peo­ 
ple, went steadily ahead with his plans, 
and to-day what people then declared 
was but a wild dream has come very 
near being a reality. 
In this country to-day we hear talk 
of an Alaska to Patagonia 
railroad, 
and 
we think of it as a 
bit of 
romancing, but its projector is just as 
much in earnest as was Rhoades in re­ 
gard to his African continental road, 
and he declares he expects to see his 
plans realized some day. 
The man who is so daring as to sug­ 
gest such a 
vast 
enterprise is 
Mr. 
Charles M. 
Pepper., 
He is 
United 
States and Pan-American railway com­ 
missioner, and he maintains that his 
project, far from being impossible, is 
already probable and the direct corol­ 
lary 
to 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine. 
He 
quotes the 
late 
George M. Pullman, 
who, keen student of railway develop­ 
ment as he was, predicted that one 
day there would be through sleepers 
between Denver and Buenos Ayres.

How the American Yachtsmen Feel 
in the Matter of Another Chal­ 
lenge for Race Upon 
the Sea. 


Sir Thomas Lipton, after a long and 
persistent hunt, has found a designer 
to plan and superintend the construc­ 
tion of a new challenger for the Amer­ 
ica’s cup, which he has tried unsuc­ 
cessfully three times to lift. 
Mr. Al­ 
fred My line, of Glasgow, is the man, 
and it is said he has been commis­ 
sioned to build a racer for Sir Thom­ 
as which will beat anything the Amer­ 
ican yachtsmen can put into the water. 
But the news of Sir Lipton’s plans 
has not excited much interest among 
the yachtsmen of New York further 
than to elicit from them the rem ark: 
So Sir Thomas intends trying for 
another match. 
Well, he may be ac­ 
commodated, but then the cup matches 
are troublesome.” 
With the talk of another series of 
international yacht races, arises the

A million dollars for disburse 


ment to the Choctaws and Chick 
saws h|s been announced at th 
Indian agency at 
Muskogee 


This disbursement will begin 
June 1 and will continue all anm 
mer. There are 25,500 Choctaws 
and Chiokasaws on the Indian 
roll and each of these will receive 
$85. This is $5 per [capita more 
than was expected. 


This money is the second pay 


ment of one million dollars that 
lias been made from money accu- 
mulated from the sale of town 
lots in these .two nations within 
the past two years. The last per 
capita payment amounted to $40 
per capita. There probably, will 
be as much more money to accrue 
yet from the sale of town lots 
which means that there will be 
other million dollar payments in 
the future. In addition to the 
town site funds, there is a large 
accumulation from royalties on 
coal and asphalt. 


There has been a struggle 


among the towns of the two na- 
tions to get on the list as pay 
towns where the money will be 
disbursed.

paid by other companies. 


4. That these favors were ob- 


tained partly because Rockefeller 
owned the railroads as well as 
the freight and partly because of 
favors shown ' railroad officials 
who have power to grant rebates. 


Washington, May 9.—That the 


Federal Government will resist 
the effort of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway to seize large 
tracts of land in Indian Territory 
by virtnre of the old Union Pacific 
land grant was made evident yes- 
terday 
when Attorney General 


Moodv filed in the 
Supreme 


Court an answer on behalf of the 
Federal Government to the mo- 
tion made by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Kansas last week. The 
Attorney General avers in his ans- 
wer that "the State of Kansas 
has no substantial interest in the 
•abject matter, tirid is but nomi- 
ib*tty the complainant, and that 
the real party in interest is the 
railroad company, as appears on 


the face of the bill" 


The Attorney General asserts 


that the State of Kansas has no 
authority to institute the contem- 
plated suit. ' 


The attorney General remark-, 


ed that in many formal communi- 
cations, both to the. Secretary of 
the Interior and to the Dawes 
Commission, the tract has been 
claimed by the railroad only in its 
own right. 


The Attorney General also al- 


leges that the United States is 
real party defendant and that as 
it has not consented to suit it can 
not properly be entertained.

contends that there is no jurisdic- 
tion for tbf.s«it, bat by the rail- 
road.

A special military commission 
in 


Berlin Is considering the best means 
of making cavalry as Invisible as pos- 
sible in warfare. 


Harmonizing the 
men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much as 
possible is not enough, and the com- 
mission Is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
Ing them with light canvas trappings. 


At the London war office lately it 


was said that several experiments had 
been made in this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 


One official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but it was found that the dye 
soon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 


"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and imparted their move- 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. 
These plants were In many 


cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

Tears ago, when Cecil Rhoades was 


In the height of his African successes 
and was doing more than any other 
man to develop the British 
Interests 


there, he startled the world by his pro- 
posal of a Cape to Cairo railroad, and, 
in spite of the skepticism of most peo- 
ple, went steadily ahead with his plans, 
and to-day what people then declared 
was but a wild dream has come very 
near being a reality. 


In this country to-day we hear' talk 


of an Alaska to Patagonia railroad, 
and we think of it as a bit of 
romancing, but its projector is Just as 
much In earnest as was Rhoades In re- 
gard to his African continental road, 
and he declares he expects to see his 
plans realized some day. 


The man who is so daring as to sug- 


gest such a vast enterprise is Mr. 
Charles M. Pepper.. He Is United 
States and Pan-American railway com- 
missioner, and he maintains that his 
project, far from being impossible, Is 
already probable and the direct corol- 
lary to the Monroe doctrine. 
He 


quotes the late George M. Pullman, 
who, 
keen student of railway develop- 


ment as he was, predicted that one 
day there would be through- sleepers 
between Denver and Buenos Ayres. 


Mr. Pepper has seen Pan-American 


conditions both as a newspaper corre- 
spondent and as a delegate to the Pan- 
American congress in 1901, and since 
his appointment as railway commis- 
sioner he has made a costly survey 
with a view of a Pan-American rail- 
road. Such a road as he proposes In- 
volves the cooperation of 15 of 
the 


South American republican, and the 
rail links necessary to complete such 
a system 
would be 5,000 miles in 


length and would cost $200,000,000. 


To show that the plans for this gi- 


gantic system have passed beyond the 
problematic stage, Mr. Pepper says: 


"It may be said that In the begin- 


ning of 1906 every Central and every 
South American country has a definite 
policy of aiding railway construction 
as an Integral part of the Pan-Ameri- 
can system, and some of them, as in 
the case of Peru and Bolivia, have 
enacted special legislation. All of them 
are sympathetic toward an Interconti- 
nental trunk line, because it coincides 
wtth their plans for internal develop- 
ment and external trade." 


The project as It appears on the pro- 


file of the map of the survey made by 
W T. Shunk, as engineer-ln-chtef from 
1892 
to 1898, shows the general direc- 


tion of, the road to be northwest and 
southeast along the giant chains of the 
Andes 
The governing principle is a 


long continental backbone with branch 
ribs in every direction, taking into 
consideration mineral, agricultural and 
timber resources, without omitting cli- 
matic conditions. 


Mr. Pepper has prepared a table 


showing what parts of the proposed 
system are already In operation and 
what parts are under consideration. 
The ro"ad from New York to Laredo, 
Tex., 2,187 miles, is in operation, as Is 
also that from Laredo to Mexico City. 
From Mexico City to the Guatemala 
border there are 730 miles of road, of 
which 680 are being operated. In Cen- 
tral America there are 351 miles in op- 
eration. 100 miles being built and 692 
miles projected. 
In Panama 612 pro- 


jected. In Colombia, 20 miles in opera- 
tion and 845 miles projected. In Ecua- 
dor 126 miles in operation, 77 miles in 
construction and 455 miles projected. 
In Peru there are 277 miles In op-

world in the building of big ordnance 
There is now at Sandy Hook proving 
grounds the 
biggest cannon ever 


turned out in the world. Not even the 
Krupp gun works of Germany have 
ever dreamed of making such a gun. 


The weapon referred to is 20 yards 


long and weighs 13 tons. The projec- 
tile discharged by this monster is 16 
inches In diameter and five feet long 
and weighs a ton and a quarter. 


The charge of smokeless powder is 


of 1,000 pounds weight, and when the 
projectile leaves the muzzle It is trav- 
eling at the rate of 2.300 feet a second. 
The cost of each shot fired, at the low- 
est estimate, is $1,600.

Whether any of the genius possessed 
by Mr. Watson, as shown in his chal- 
lenging yacht of three years ago and 
in scores of other racers, has fallen 
upon his old employe or whether the 
latter has only been awaiting this op- 
portunity to show the world that he 
has talents equal to either the dead 
or living naval architects time and 
trial can only prove. As it stands to- 
day in America, there are shakings of 
the bead when it is told that a com- 
paratively untried designer of big 
racing craft is to evolve a cup chal- 
lenger.

Basketball on horseback Is the latest 


and also one of the most dangerous 
and thrilling aporta thus far devised. 
The game has found considerable fa- 
vor among New York's rich 
young 


men, for it Is only the well-to-do who 
can afford to play it. 


Pour players make up a team. The 


play is exactly the same as In the or- 
dinary basketball afoot. Scoring is 
similar and the object, of course, is to 
throw the ball into your opponent's 
basket, thereby scoring a goal. 


When the signal Is given to begin 


play each side, all the players mount- 
ed, Unes up under its own basket. 
When the referee tosses the ball* Into 
the center of the playing space one 
man from each fcur dashes out at full 
speed toward the rolling ball and dives 
from his horse in the effort to be the 
first to touch it The player touching 
the leathern sphere first is entitled to 
its possession. 


With the ball on his arm he 1s al- 


lowed to remount and dash tor his op- 
ponent's goal. 
As the rules require 


that no player hold the ball more than 
five seconds, the object of the play, Is 
for the side that has the ball to ad- 
vance toward the opponent's goal by 
continually passing the ball from on* 
to the other, always going forward un- 
til, the lucky moment arrived, one of 
the players can toss the ball Into the 
enemy's basket. 


Passing Is the great feature of the . 


game. So expert have the star players 
become that they can dash up and 
down the court, wheeling and turning 
and charging, keeping up all the time 
a continuous passing. All the players 
catch the ball with one hand and guide 
their mounts with the other. 


Opposing players, of course, make 


their efforts to get the ball by block- 
Ing the passes. Once the ball falls to 
the ground the other side dives for It, 
too. That Is their chance to rush It to- 
ward the other goal. As in the case of 
the opening play, the player who 
touches the ball first gets Its undisput- 
ed possession until he mounts and Is 
off toward the goal. 


All this sounds very easy, but those 


who have tried It think 
differently.

UNCLE SAM WILL RESIST 


OLD RAILROAD LAND GRANTS 


Washington, May 9.—That the 


Federal Government will resist 
the effort of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway to seize large 
tracts of land in Indian Territory 
by virtnre of the old Union Pacific 
land grant was made evident yes- 
terday when Attorney General 
Moodv filed in the 
Supreme 


Court an answer on behalf of the 
Federal Government to the mo- 
tion made by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Kansas last week. The 
Attorney General avers in his ans- 
wer that "the State of Kansas 
has no substantial interest in the 
subject matter, tirid is but nomi- 
ttfttty the complainant, and that 
the real party in interest is the 
railroad company, as appears on 


the face of the bill" 


The Attorney General asserts 


that the State of Kansas has no 
authority to institute the contem- 
plated suit. ' 


The attorney General remark- 


ed that in many formal communi- 
cations, both to the. Secretary of 
the Interior and to the Dawes 
Commission, the tract has been 
claimed by the railroad only in its 
own right. 


The Attorney General also al- 


leges that the United States is 
real party defendant and that as 
it has not consented to suit it can 
not properly be entertained. 
He 


contends that there is no jurisdic- 
tion for thf}.jsuj&,,bnt by the rail- 
road.

MILLION FOR CHOCTAWS 


AND CHICKASAWS 


A million dollars for disburse 


merit to the Choctaws and Chick• 
saws h|s been announced at the 
Indian agency at 
Muskogee. 


This disbursement will begin 
June 1 and will continue all sum- 
mer. There are 25,500 Choctaws 
and Chiokasaws on the Indian 
roll and each of these will receive 
$85. This is $5 per Ccapita more 
than was expected. 


This money is the second pay* 


ment of one million dollar* that 
has been made from money accu- 
mulated from the sale of town 
lots in these'two nations within 
the past two years. The last per 
capita payment amounted to $40 
per capita. There probably, will 
be as much more money to accrue 
yet from the sale of town lots 
which means that there will be 
other million dollar payments in 
the future. In addition to the 
town site funds, there is a large 
accumulation from royalties on 
coal and asphalt. 


There has been 
a struggle 


among the towns of the two na- 
tions to get on the list as pay 
towns where the money will be 
disbursed. 
Every 
town 
has 


made an application. The Indian 
agent, Dana H. Kelsey, announc-

READY TO ROLL STANDARD 


OIL OVER THE GRIDIRON 


St.-Louis, Mo., May 9.— Sixty- 


five St. Louisiana, including traf- 
fic officials of railroads centering 
here and officials and employes of 
the Standard Oil Company, have 
been subpoenaed to testify in 
Chicago'on May 10before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
concerning the alleged special 
rates and rebates granted to the 
Standard Oil Company and its 
subsidiary companies throughout 
the West and Southwest, creating 


monopoly' in the oil industry. 
The federal authorities 'have 


been preparing their case for 
months and are confident of be- 
ing able to establish a basis for 
prosecutions for rebate giving 
and unjust discriminations in the 
matter of oil rates. Attorney 
Marchand, representing the com- 
pany, has made many trips here 
working up testimony. 


It is expected that the Chicago 


hearing will establish: 


1. That the Rockefellers, who 


control Standard Oil, also control 
many of the roads in the West 
and Southwest, being thus ship 
per and common carrier. 


2. That various so called inde- 


pendent oil companies 
in this 


territory are really subsidiary 
companies of the Standard. 


3. That the Standard not only 


trot lower rates than, any other 
^company, but forced the railroad 
to pay to it the difference between 
the rate it received and the rate 
paid by other companies. 


4. That these favors were ob- 


tained partly because Rockefeller 
owned the railroads as well as 
the freight and partly because of 
favors shown ' railroad officials 
who have power to grant rebates.

A special military commission 
in 


Berlin is considering the best means 
of making cavalry as invisible -as pos- 
sible in warfare. 


Harmonizing the 
men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much as 
possible is not enough, and the com- 
mission Is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
Ing them with light canvas trappings. 


At the London war office lately it 


was said that several experiments had 
been made in this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 


One official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but It was found that the dye 
/soon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 


"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and imparted their move 
menta, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination ot va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. These plants were In many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

BOTTTE

The Dream of Charles M. Pepper, 


TTnlted States and Pan-Amer- 


'ican Railway Com- 


- mlsaloner. 


Years ago, when Cecil Rhoades was 


in the height of his African successes 
and was doing more than any other 
man to develop the British Interests 
there, he startled the world by bis pro- 
posal of a Cape to Cairo railroad, and, 
in spite of the skepticism of moat peo- 
ple, went steadily ahead with his plans, 
and to-day what people then declared 
was but a wild dream has come very 
near being a reality. 


In this country to-day we hear' talk 


of an Alaska to Patagonia railroad, 
and we think of it as a bit of 
romancing, but its projector is just as 
much in earnest as was Rhoades in re- 
gard to his African continental road, 
and he declares he expects to see his 
plans realized some day. 


The man who Is so daring as to sug- 


gest such a vast enterprise Is Mr. 
Charles M. Pepper.. He is United 
States and Pan-American railway com- 
missioner, and he maintains that his 
project, far from being impossible, is 
already probable and the direct corol- 
lary to the Monroe doctrine. 
He 


quotes the late George M. Pullman, 
who, keen student of railway develop- 
ment as he was, predicted that one 
day there would be through sleepers 
between Denver and Buenos Ayres. 


Mr. Pepper has seen Pan-American 


conditions both as a newspaper corre- 
spondent and as a delegate to the Pan- 
American congress in 1901, and since 
his appointment as railway commis- 
sioner he has made a costly survey 
with a view of a Pan-American rail- 
road. Such a road as he proposes In- 
volves the cooperation of 15 of 
the 


South American republican, and the 
rail links necessary to complete such 
a system would be 5,000 miles In 
length and would cost $200,000,000. 


To show that the plans for this gi- 


gantic system have passed beyond the 
problematic stage, Mr. Pepper says: 


"It may be said that in the begin- 


ning of 1906 every Central and every 
South American country has a definite 
policy of aiding railway construction 
as an integral part of the Pan-Ameri- 
can system, and some of them, as in 
the case of Peru and Bolivia, have 
enacted special legislation. All of them 
are sympathetic toward an interconti- 
nental trunk line, because it coincides 
with their plans for Internal develop- 
ment and external trade." 


The project as It appears on the pro- 


file of the map of the survey made by 
W T. Shunk, as engineer-ln-chtef from 
1892 to 1898, shows the general direc- 
tion of, the road to be northwest and 
southeast along the giant chains of the 
Andes 
The governing principle is a 


long continental backbone with branch 
ribs In every direction, taking Into 
consideration mineral, agricultural and 
timber resources, without omitting cli- 
matic conditions. 


Mr. Pepper has prepared a table 


showing what parts of the proposed 
system are already In operation and 
what parts are under consideration. 
The ro"ad from New York to Laredo, 
Tex., 2,187 miles, is in operation, as is 
also that from Laredo to Mexico City. 
From Mexico City to the Guatemala 
border there are 730 miles of road, of 
which 680 are being operated. In Cen- 
tral America there are 351 miles In op- 
eration. 100 miles being built and 692 
miles projected. 
In Panama 612 pro- 


jected. In Colombia, 20 miles in opera- 
tion and 845 miles projected. In Ecua- 
dor 126 miles in operation, 77 miles in 
construction and 455 miles projected. 
In Peru there are 277 miles in op-

SIB THOMAS UPTON FINDS DE- 


SIGNER FOB NEW TACHT. 


How the American Yachtsmen Feel 


in the Matter of Another Chal- 


lenge for Bace Upon 


the Sea, 


Sir Thqmas Lipton, after a long and 


persistent hunt, has found a designer 
to plan and superintend the construc- 
tion of a new challenger for the Amer- 
ica's cup, whiclkJil^aB tried unsuc- 
cessfully |gi$i£Blto lift Mr. Al- 
fred Myllne, of Qlisgow, is the man, 
and It is said he'has been commis- 
sioned to build a racer for Sir Thom- 
as which will beat anything the Amer- 
ican yachtsmen can put into the water. 


But the news of Sir Lipton's plans 


has not excited much interest among 
the yachtsmen of New York further 
than to elicit from them the remark: 
"So Sir Thomas Intends trying fc* 
another match. Well, he may be so* 
commodated, but then the cup matches 
are troublesome." 


With the talk of another aeries of 


international yacht races,,^arises the 
question as. to whet 
be governed by 
rules. Since the 
yachting rules have ben^f&opted, but 
the feeling among the Americana is 
that they could accept no conditions 
which would bar the Reliance from 
the race, and if the winner of the 
contest with Shamrock III. is to de- 
fend the cup again -the races would 
have to be sailed under the old rules. 
Fife was the designer of the Sham- 
rock I., which came over in 1889, and 
was, from an American standpoint a 
very crude affair. The mast was rath- 
er short and well aft. The boom and 
gaff were very long, the Jib very large 
and the bowsprit consequently long, 
while the clubtopsaU was a jumbo. 
When the wind blew hard the gaff 
bent and the 'boom did likewise, mak- 
ing a tight place in the mainsail; the 
mast went forward and the big jib 
went off to leeward, really making it 
a backsail. 


And yet the designer of this boat 


had a wide experience in all kinds of 
craft, but overlooked the points that 
make a large one-masted vessel a suc- 
cess. 


Watson was a genius, and, beginning 


with small boats, gradually worked up 
to those of the largest size. He pro- 
duced the best boat that ever came 
over here for the cup. 
She failed 


merely for the lack of the knowledge 
of the boat sailing problem and the 
lack of judgment on the part of those

Weighs ISO Tons and Fires a 9,500- 


Pound Projectile Over Thirty 


Miles—Now Being Tested 


at Sandy Hook. 


As In the case of a good many other 


things, the United States leads the 
world In the building of big ordnance 
There is now at Sandy Hook proving 
grounds the 
biggest 
cannon ever 


turned out in the world. Not even the 
Krupp gun works of Germany have 
ever dreamed of making such a gun. 


The weapon referred to Is 20 yards 


long and weighs 13 tons. The projec- 
tile discharged by this monster is 16 
inches In diameter and five feet long 
and weighs a ton and a quarter. 


The charge of smokeless powder is 


of 1,000 pounds weight, and when the 
projectile leaves the muzzle It Is trav- 
eling at the rate of 2,300 feet a second. 
The cost of each shot fired, at the low- 
est estimate, is $1,600.

GUN. 


fired 300 times before it will become so 
worn that It will be necessary to rellne 
the bore, after which it will be good 
for 300 more rounds before another re- 
lining. 


In order to make these prodlg'ous 


guns strong enough to withstand the 
powder pressure, which is as high as 
40,000 pounds to the square Inch, they 
are built of successive layers of hoops, 
each shrunk on the layer underneath. 
In this monarch there are four layers. 


Special machinery had to be con- 


structed for handling 
this 
great 


amount of steel. From the beginning 
of the work until the final inspection 
was nearly three years, and the ap- 
proximate cost was $150,000. The gun 
was made at Watervliet arsenal, near 
Albany. Its great length and weight 
prevented the use of the railway in its 
transportation, so a great wrecking 
lighter received it at the wharf of 
Watervliet from a specially construct- 
ed steel car, whence it was floated to 
the proving grounds at Sandy Hook. 


This piece of ordnance has not been 


mounted, and because of its unprece- 
dented length and weight It will never 
be possible to secure an elevation 
greater than 15 degrees. It is well 
known that 45 degrees gives a projec- 
tile its greatest range. 


As it is, however, this ton and a 


quarter of solid metal, driven by a full 
charge of smokeless gunpowder, will 
describe an arc 30 miles in length, the 
highest point of which will be more 
than three miles above the surface of 
the land or sea. Starting from Sandy 
Hook in quest of a hostile battleship 
it "would not catch sight of the vessel 
until it had climbed well up into the 
sky. 


It is Impossible, of course, for any 


ship to carry and handle such a colos- 
sal gun. It and all similar cannon are 
for harbor and coast defence. 


Nor does it seem possible ever to 


construct 0 battleship powerful enough 
to withstand the terrific impact of one 
of the solid shots. The strongest iron- 
clad ever launched would be shattered 
and sunk by a single missile that went 
home, and any ship approaching from 
the sea would have to steam four-fifths 
across the zone of fatal danger to itself 
before drawing nigh enough to give 
effect to its own fire.

Basketball on horseback Is the latest 


and also one of the most dangerous 
and thrilling aporta thus far devised. 
The game has found considerable fa- 
vor among New York's rich young 
men, for It Is only the well-to-do who 
can afford to play It. 


Four players make up a team. Th» 


play is exactly the same as In the or- 
dinary basketball afoot. Scoring I* 
similar and the object, of course, is to 
throw the ball into your opponent's 
basket, thereby scoring a goal. 


When the signal Is given to begin 


play each side, all the players mount- 
ed, Unes up under its own basket. 
When the referee tosses the ball" Into 
the center of the playing space one 
man from each fcur dashes out at full 
speed toward the rolling ball and dire* 
from his horse in the effort to be the 
first to touch it The player touching 
the leathern sphere first is entitled to 
its possession. 


With the ball on his arm he to al- 


lowed to remount and dash tor his op- 
ponent's goal. 
As the rules require 


that no player hold the ball more than 
five seconds, the object of the play, tm 
for the aide that has the ball to ad- 
vance toward the opponent's goal bjr 
continually passing the ball from on* 
to the other, always going forward un- 
til, the lucky moment arrived, one of 
the players can toss the ball Into ths> 
enemy's basket. 


Passing Is the great feature of the 


game. So expert have the star player* 
become that they can dash up and 
down the court, wheeling and turning 
and charging, keeping up all the time 
a continuous passing. All the player* 
catch the ball with one hand and guide 
their mounts with the other. 


Opposing players, of course, make 


their efforts to get the ball by block- 
Ing the passes. Once the ball falls to 
the ground the other side dives for It, 
too. That is their chance to rush It to- 
ward the other goal. As in the case of 
the opening play, the player who 
touches the ball first gets Its undisput- 
ed possession until he mounts and If 
off toward the goal. 


All this sounds very easy, but those 


who have tried it think differently. 
Sometime* an exigency of the play will 
see five or six* men diving simultane- 
ously from their horses toward the 
bouncing ball right under the hoofs of 
the nags. There Is a pretty good 
chance of being hurt, but so expert
